M. Millerand, Premier, gave an assurance that 
the new Cabinet had no intention of breaking 
the continuity of the foreign policy of France, 
which had enabled her to enter into such 
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peace of the world,

people. He announced that he had yesterday 
reveived news that the Sobranje had ratified 
the Treaty, which would shortly be submitted 
to the Chamber for consideration. France 
would abandon nothing of her glorious past. It 
was by her for the realisation of her 
ideals that F 's greatness had been made. 
He had learned from London that the Turkish 
delegates for the Peace negotiations would be 
summoned to the next session of the Peace Con- 
ference, which would take place in Paria, and 
that the ratifications of the Treaty would also 
be exchanged in Paris. 

NO SECRET DIPLOMACY. 

M. Millerand promised the Chamber that his 
Government would not have recousre to secret 
diplomacy, gand that all diplomatic documents 
woukl be placed before the Foreign Affairs 
Committee. No secret diplomacy, the Premier 
repeated, that is, no decisiong taken unknown 
to Parliament. But no secret diplomacy does 
not mean that the deliberations which precede 
decisions will be conducted in the market place. 

M, Barthou—-You democratise your formula. 
We trust M. Millerand not to confront us-with 
accomplished ‘facts. 

M. Cachin, M. Millerand said. yesterday, de- 
clared that we appeared io be threatening 
the independence of the Syrian populations, No 
French Government, M. Millerand said, has 
ever entertamed such a design, and it is a 
libel on France to reproach her with a policy 
of conquest which has never entered her mind. 
The only wish of France is to give these popu- 
lations justice and good administration. When 
yesterday I heard the Government credited 
with intentions it has not, I seemed to hear an 
echo of the slanders levelled by the German 
Government at the work of France in Morocco.

THE RUSSIAN PROBLEM. 

Speaking on the Russian question, M. Mille- 
rand declared that, contrary to statements 
which had been made by M. Cachin, Great Bri- 
tain had been true to the agreements she signed 
in I916, and none of the Allies had come to 
any separate understanding with the Soviet. 
The three anti-Bolshevist Armies had certainly 
suffered reverses, but he said there is no indi- 
cation that these reverses are irreparable, and, 
in fact, news received this morning from Gene- 
ral Denikin’s Army bears out my statements. 
Why, he asked, did certain Deputies only be- 
lieve those messages which they wanted to be- 
lieve? (Loud applause.) The Allies, he de- 
clared, had decided to lend the utmost support 
to Poland if she were attacked by the Bolshe- 
viks. (General cheers.) M. Millerand con- 
tinued—I have already said—and 1 repeat it— 
that it is @ libel on France to accuse her of 
enterteining, with regard to Russia, as she was 
accused with regard to Morocco, the intention 
of carrying on a policy of conquest and oppres- 
sion, seeing that wherever she goes, wherever 
she has been, France brings freedom and jus- 
tice. 

M. CACHIN’S ALLEGATIONS. 

Speaking with ever-increasing vigour, M. 
Millerand charged M. Cachin with having made 
statements yesterday which were entirely un- 
true, including his assertion that the British 
representatives had taken part in the negotia- 
tions between. Rethonia® and =the Seviets.. “He 
then informed the Chamber of the decisions 
wifich had been come to concerning the re- 
opening of commercial relations with the Rus- 
sian Co-operative Societies, and said that it 
was understood that the measures proposed 
did not entail the reopening of rei:tions with 
the Soviets,and that the latter would not use the 
opportunity for equipping the Red Armies. If 
it were discovered that this was being done, 
the shipments would cease, and the responsi- 
bility would fall on the, Soviet Government. M. 
Millerand assured the Chamber that the Allies 
would supervise their consignments to the 
Russian co-operative ‘associations, and added 
that y were confronted with a Government 
which refused to recognise the most elementary 
and the most sound rules of international laws. 
In open defiance of the people, and of the 
declaration of the rights of man and of the 
citizen, the Soviet Government claimed the 
right to set up among its own peodle, and even 
throughout the whole world, & dictatorship 
which might well be a class dictatorship, but 
which was none the leas criminal and leath- 
some. (General cheers.) The Premier alluded 
to the sacrifices made by Russia in the late war. 
and added—When Russia shall have taken her 
rightful place at the Peace Conference we shall 
neglect nothing to bring about agreements in 
which account will be taken of the facte. We 
shall not intervene in the internal politics of 
Russia, and the statement made by M. Cochin 
yesterday that the Revolutionary armies were 
defending their mother country against the 
Allies was one that might very well have been 
made in Russia in order to fill the soldiers with 
fanaticism, but which is inadmisible here in the 
mouth of a Frenchman.

AMERICA AND THE TREATY.

The Press Association’s Special Correspondent 
says :—Vienna resembles a vast emporium which 
‘is fast being sold out at the lowest possible 
price, an army of foreign buyers, taking ed- 
vantage of the present low descond- 
ing upon the Austrian capital and buymg up 
property and wares of all descriptions. Houses, 
hotels and sanatoria, jewels, pictures, and art 
objects, both old and new; leather goods, 
porcelain, furs—all are passing into foreign 
hands and being sent out of the country as 
quickly as possible, The English pound sterling 
is worth in Vienna today forty times the peace 
time rate of exchange, whilst the Americen 
dollar and the Swiss franc have increased in 
value nearly: fifty-fold. Naturally, prices of 
property and of all kinds in Austria have 
also risen, but not in the same, proportion. 
There is still, however, a very large margin of 
profit left, which offers apparently irresiatible 
temptation to foreign buyers and speculators. 
The Imperial Hotel at Carisbad, built by Lord 
Weatbury shortly before the war, was recently 
sold to an international syndicate for 50,000,000 
crowns, nominally £2,080,000, but really at the 
present rate of exchange not more than £50,000. 
One of the largest Vienna sanatoriu, situated in 
the centre of the *city, has been bought by a 
Dutch syndicate at a very low figure. In this 
instance the Austrian medical staff have pro- 
tested against being handed over to foreign 
ownership, and ‘have threatened to resign in a 
body. American investors have just bought one 
of the oldest hotels in the well-known health 
resort, Baden, near Vienna. And so it goes on. 
Nearly every day Dutchmen, ‘Swiss, or Italians 
are buying houses in Vienna, chiefly in the 
dentre of the city. The Dutch especially are 

large investments, their guiden at the 
present moment being worth 100 Avetrian | 
crowns. In peace times it was less than two 
crowns. Just the same kind of business is 
going on in portable property. An Italian 
officer recently bought up the entire stock of 
far coats, to the number of 300, in one of the 
leading Vienna shops. Another Italian took 
the entire stock of a dealer in leather and art 
goods. The owner, not being particularly 
anxious to sell, had named a price nearly double 
the ordinary figures, but notwithstandmg this 
the Italian promptly coneluded the purchase. 
In another instance a stock of wares was sold 
for 50,000 crowns, and re-sold immediately after 
in Switzerland at # profit of 300,000 crowns. 
All this represents a very serious loss to Aus- 
trian manufacturers and merchants, as when 
these stocks are exhausted it will be impossible 
to replace them so long as the crown remains at 
its present abnormally iow standard of value.

BIG BOLSHEVIST DEFEAT 
ON THE DON. 


WHITES CAPTURE 
THOUSANDS OF MEN. 


In a message dated Thursday, Reuter’s Arch- 
angel Correspondent says—Details of the Reds’ 
defeat on the Volunteer Army's front show that 
the Reds launched their main attack in the 

‘Tegion.: “ After te 
fighting on the left bank of the Don on January 
19th, the Veluntecr cavalry forced the Reds 
back across the river, inflicting heavy losses. 
Two days later. the Reds attacked again, but 
were repulsed with heavy loss. The White's 
captures included 22 guns, 
machine guns, and several 
prisoners. On January 28th 
djaunched an infantry attack in the district of 
Maniteach River. Lhe Whites counter-attacked, 
mand the Reds fled, panic-«tricken, leaving their 
wounded and munitions. Many Reds perished 
in the River Manitech, owing to the ice break- 
ing, and plunging men, horses, and guns into 
the stream. Whites captured 2) guns, 150 
machine-runs, and 4,000 prisoners. Later, the 
Whites preesed a vigorous offensive. scattering 
the Bolshevist cavalry, capturing 20 more guns. 
many machine-guns, and thousands of 
prisoners. On the same duy the Whites re- 
pulsed an attack north of Welikokniajesako, 
taking 80 machine-guns and 1,500 prisoners, 15 
cuns, and about 6,000,000 rounds of rifle am- 
munition. The Reds were completely defeated 
in the fighting of January 28th and 29th in the 
region of Manitech River, the Whites over- 
coming all resistance. The Reds are in flight 
all along the line in the south. The Bolshevik 
aitempt to penetrate the Caucasus has been 
frustrated, and the attack upon the Crimea 
repulsed.

The Provisional Committee of the Irish 
Dominion League issued a statement last night,

No obstacle, 
it is explained, will be placed by the Ministry of 
Food in the way of Irish stock reaching’ British 
ports between midnight Saturday and midnight 
Sunday, but the Ministry will accept no re- 
sponsibility for lairage, feeding, or other items 
until stocks are taken over by them at midnight 
Sunday. 
The Ministry hope that this arrangement will 
overcome any difficulties that may bave arisen; 
but at the request of the Department they 
propose sending a representative to Jreland next 
week to confer with all the interests concerned, 
and to report as to the manner in which the 
new procedure may be adjusted so es to work 
with the minimum of inconvenience to the 
trade. The term fat stock, it should be men- 
tioned, as used in connection with this subject 
generally, does not include fat swine, and, there-. 
fore, fat swine may be shipped as hitherto. 


CATTLE TRADERS DISCUSS 
GRIEVANCES. 


The question of the restrictions wae discussed 
at the meeting of the Irish Cattle Traders’ and 
Stockowners’ Association on Wednesday last. 
The meeting wag not, of course, aware of the 
foregoing statement, which was only issued last 
evening. 

The Chairman, Mr. George H. Lennon, J.P., 
proposed the following resolution, which was 
seconded by Mr. Michael Beattie, and supported 
by Messrs. Cuddy, O'Connor, Cuffe, Leonard, 
Wakefield, and Bruton, and unani- 
mousty, copies being ordered to be sent to the 
Food Controller, the Dublin Port and Docks, 
Board, and the Department of. Agriculture for 
Ireland :— 

“That we strongly protest to the Food Con- 
troller against his action in stopping the landing. 
of live-stock from Ireland on Sundays on the 
grounds that it will seriously cripple our export 
trade. With the present inadequate number of 
cross-Channel steamers, the stoppage of Sunday 
landing, which amounts to about 20 per cent. 
of the week's total, is a very serious reduction, 
and, further, that the stopping of shipping 
cattle to British ports arrling on Sunday is a 
very arbitrary act, ag it isa cust?m of over 
forty years’ standing. We call on you at once 
to have thie Order rescinded.” 

Mr. D. Barry, General Manager, British and 
Irish Steampacket Company, Lid., Dublin, for- 
warded correspondence which passed between 
hm end the Direetor, Live-Btock Section, 
Ministry of Food, London, with regard to the 
landing of Irish live-stock at British ports on 
Sundays. It showed, he stated, the attitude 
adopted by the company. The proposal, in his 


! view, was &4 monstrous one, and would have far- 
i reaching 


and very éerious results oh the 
trade. A special meeting 
of the Association sould be called 
without a day's delay, and arrangements 
should be made to have, every organisation in 
conrection with the cattle trade thronghout 
Ireland made to realise the serious nature of 
the proposal. The Association could rely on 
every possible help from the company. In the 
meantime, he purposed calling on Sir William 
Wells and Mr. Blake gt the Ministry of Food 
when in London. A deputation should also be 
arranged to proceed to London as quickly as 
possible, as there was really no time to be lost. 
Every effort should be made to have the Order 
suspended pending a thorough investigation of 
the circumstances, and cause for same. E 

In his letter to the Ministry of Food, acknow- 
ledging the Food Controller's decision, Mrs 
Barry wrote -—" This is a bombshell, and so far 
as shipments from Irish ports to-morrow 
(January Sist) are concerned, the imstructions 
cannot possibly be carried out, as in the case of 
Dublin, We have over 1,000 cattle actually on 
the ground, and all arrangements have been 
completed for sailing a steamer to Birkenhead 
and another one to Modewheel.” The letter 
pointed. out that the notice was too short to 
cancel the ements made for the sending 
of the cattle, and proceeded:—“ We can only 
say that in the present unsettled state of Ire 
land this further restriction is, in our opinion, 
very unwise, and will lead to no end of agita- 
tian and trouble, as Saturday has always been 
one of the largest shipping days from all Irish 
ports, and it practically means that you are 
ahutting out the Saturday shipments altogether, 
as it will not be possible for the present 
steamers to give accommodation for these cattle 
on other days of the week. We are surprised 
that such a momentous decision should be ar- 
rived at without a conference of all interested 
parties, and we, therefore, must press for the 
whole question being reconsidered.” He inti- 
mated that the ships of his company laden with 
cattle would be sailed to Birkenhead and Mode- 
wheel, where they should be landed on Sunday 
morning, and fer that purpose the necessary 
arrangements should be completed. 

Mr. Field said that he called on the Depart 
ment to complain of the prohibition, which, he 
pointed out, was viewed with great alarm in the 
cattle trade. Mr. Prentice, however, stated that 
the Department had not as yet received any 
reply from the Ministry of Food, but Mr. Gill 
and Mr. Campbell were in London in conpec- 
tion with the matter. 

The Secretary was instructed to write to the 
Department for an explanation as to why cattle 
were allowed to be loaded at the Dublin Port 
on Saturday, and their removal from the ships 
subsequently ordered, entailing expense on the 
shippers and cruelty and loss to the animals. 

It is pointed out that, in addition to the 
Sunday landing prohibition, a further drastic 
regulation affecting Irish cattle to be shipped 
to Birkenhead was made this week. By this 
regulation the Food Controller has further re- 
duced the number of fat cattle and sheep per- 
mitted to be shipped from Dublin to Birkenhead 
weekly. For the five weeks from December 
28th to January Slat, 3,150 beasts and 1,300 
sheep were allowed to be shipped each wevk, 
while for the four weeks ending February the 
numbers have been reduced to 1,900 beasts and 
800 sheep per week. In connection with this 
matter, it is explained that these restrictions, 
always put om at the eleventh hour, demon- 
strate clearly that, under existing conditions, 
there can be uo stability im the live stock trade, 
aad it is impossible for these interested to 
carry on their business on commercial lines.

THE BIRKENHEAD QUOTA. 

Mr. William Field has addressed a letter to 
the Food Minister referring to the same matter. 
He says :— 

* For half a century this mutually advan- 
tageous service has been utilised. It is now 
handicapped by the present inadequate number 
of cross-Channel steamers. This interference 
will reduce the weekly totals: of live stock by 
about 20 per cent; Also the Birkenhead quota 
has been further leasendl to 1,900 beasts and 
800 sheep per week. Such restrictions generally 
‘put on without notice or consultation demon- 
strate that under existing conditions and con- 
tinuous wneertainty renders it difficult for those 
interested to carry out an important food 
supply business on commercial lines in the 
etapie product of Ireland.”

A number of men 
were standing at King street corner, and one 
of them made a remark to him. In conse- 
quence of that remark he turned back and 
máde a reply to the man who spoke to him.

Bachelor would “tell them that amongst the 
men standing at the corner was the accused, 
James Hurley. Mr. Bachelor on to his 
lodging’ on that. evening, but be would tell the 
court that for six or seven evenings after the.

Mr. Bachelor pursued 
him through Cuffe street and Wexford street 
towards Camden street, but his passage was 
obstructed, though he did not way that the 
obstruction was deliberate. At al? evenis, he 
loet ground, and when the accused turned into 
Wexford street Mr. Bachelor was about tweniy 
yards behind him. Accused ran. into Camden 
street, and outran Mr, Bachelor, who had a 
heavy overcoat on him. But he would tell the 
court he was perfecily satisfied that the accused 
was the man who fired from the revolver, and 
that he was the man he pursued through Cuffe 
street. There was some corroboration of that 
story, said counsel. A girl who was in Cuffe 
street heard the shot fired. She saw two men— 
obviously the assailante—running down Cuffe 
etreet, and Mr. Bachelor pursuing them.The next 
thing that occurred was on 19h November— 
nine days after the shooting—-when Mr. Bachelor 
agein «aw the accused standing at the corner 
of King etreet, and poi him out to the 
late Barston. petive. Officer Whar- 
tom would give evidence himself, but all that he 
would be able to tel] them was that he wae shot 
through the back, he could not say by whom 
the shot -wes fired. The doctor who operated 
on Detective Wharton would tell them that eo 
far as he could judge the shot was fired from a 
distance ‘of not less ‘than twélvé feet. Counsel! 
then read a statement made by the accused 
in hie summary of evidence in which he said 
that be was in Lee's publichouse on thie night, 
and a young man ran in and said that someone 
| was after being shot. That was the first chat he 
heard of the shooting, and he could prove that 
by the evidence of a youúág man who told him. 

é saw the detective after he wae shét, but he 
never saw the man’s face before thai night. 
He never handled a revolver in his life in or 
out of the army. No detective ever said any- 
thing to him in his life until Sergeant Barton 
arrested him, and whaé ill-will could he bave 
against them. Counsel, in conclusion, said that 
they would prove by Mr.. Bachelor, who came 
forward in the public interest, and that tne 
accused was at Cuffe street on thie night, and 
that it wag he who fired at Detective Officer 
Wharton. 

MR. BACHELOR’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. William F. Bachelor, in reply to 
Mr. Wylie, sad that he was an 
officer in the Ist Battalion King's . Own, 
and when demobilised lived on the South 
Cireular road. He generally came into 
the city to see his wife in hospital, and always 
passed by Harcourt street by the Cuffe strect 
corner, past Little's publicl®use. He bore out 
counsel's statement as to what occurred on 
November 3rd when passing the publichouse. 
On the night in question a remark was made 
to witness by some. oí the four men at the 
corner. Witness went back, and spoke to the 
four men, and accused was one of them. For 
several evenings afterwards witness saw ac- 
cused at the corner of King street and also at 
Little's publichouse at the end of Cuffe street. 
A tall man on several occasions also stood out- 
side a house in Harcourt street, and the tall 
man was never there without the accused. The 
hours at which accused and the tall man were 
about the place in question were between four 
o'clock and eight o'c p.m. On the nighé of 
November 10th, witness was ing from St. 
Stephen's Green, West, to Harcourt street, and 
saw the accused standing at Cuffe street corner, 
about two yards into Cuffe street. At a house 
in Harcourt street (No, 6) witness eaw the tail 
man agein standing, and he (witness) retraced 
his steps. On his way to St. Stephen's Green 
West, about eight yarde from the corner of 
Cuffe street, the accused came round the corner 
into Harcourt street, and fired a revolver in the 
direction of Little’s publichouse. Two tall men 
were walking across the ctreet, and one of them 
was struck, and staggered.
